The School Board of the town of Rollinsford submit the 
following report: 


The Quamphegan School was instructed by Miss Celia Y. 
Ramsdell of South Berwick, Me. This school is large, mak- 
ing plenty of work for the teacher; the attendance has been 
very regular. Where discipline is enforced and order reigns, 
we look forward with expectation of finding a good school; 
and it is rarely we are disappointed in this, for children who 
are not allowed to be noisy, to whisper or communicate in 
any other way during suhool exercises, will as instinctively 
turn their attention to their lessons, as the sunflower to the 
sun. 

Miss R. spared no labor in the performance of her duties, 
both to instruct and advance her pupils, who from the least 
to the most advanced, made steady, sure, and commendable 
progress in the studies pursued. | 


The Sullivan School, which is also quite large, has been 
under the care of Mrs. Etta W. Goodwin of this town. She 
is a teacher of many years experience, and has profited by it.

Such are sure, all else being equal, to make their last school 
their best. ‘This Mrs. G.has done. She has been patient and 
earnest in her work, and has accomplished much. Her dis- 
cipline has been salutary, and*the pupils have geneially con- 
ducted themselves with propriety, uniting with the teacher in 
her efforts for their progress. ‘The exercises that we have 
witnessed have been conducted, and the lessons recited, in 
such a manner as to convince us that the school has been 
well managed and the money profitably expended. 


Mrs. Alice C. Lewis, of Great Falls, taught the ‘Turnpike 
School during the spring and a part of the summer term, when 
she resigned her position to take another and better one ina 
neighboring state. Mrs. L. is a thorough and accomplished 
teacher and will meet with success wherever she goes. Her 
pupils made good progress. 


Miss Lillian N. Weeden, of Great Falls, taught the remain- 
der of the summer term, and also a short winter term, when 
the school became so small by reason of sickness among the 
pupils, that we thought best to close it for the remainder of 
the winter. The attendance here is very small at best; too 
small for a wholesome rivalry. If there could be any satis- 
factory plan devised by which the attendance might be in- 
creased, it would be a benefit to the school and a pleasure to 
the teacher. ‘This was Miss W.’s first attempt in teaching, 
yet she kept a good school, showing a degree of energy and 
skill in managing and instructing her pupils which deserves 
commendation. 


The Rollins School was under the care of Miss Lizzie G. 
Roberts of this town. Notwithstanding this was her first 
school, she successfully conducted it. The pupils showed 
good deportment ; the more backward classes took a start in 
the right direction, as well as those farther advanced, and 
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continued interested in their studies till the close of the win- 
ter term, and have made such advancement as leads us to be- 
fieve that the future of the teacher will be marked with 
success. 5 

From what we have said of the schools individually, it may 
be inferred that as a whole they have been unusually prosper- 
ous the past year. ‘There has been a unanimity of feeling 
manifested between parent, teacher and pupil not often wit- 
nessed. May it continue in the future, for this alone will in- 
sure success and help greatly to make our schools what we de- 
sire to -have them, giving stimulus to the teacher and encour- 
agement to the scholar, both feeling that there is an eye on 


them, not to distrust, criticise and retard, but to recognize 


and appreciate each well intended endeavor. The studies 
that are most practical and useful in, life are those that de- 
serve the first place in our schools ; and, should not the art of 
reading be made a careful study? Does it not deserve more 
attention than it usually receives? We may meet scores of 
persons who have qualified themselves well in other branches 
of learning, and yet find not one good reader among them all. 
No wonder the poor reader has usually bad lessons. Hecan- 
not comprehend the meaning of the author he studies, and 
although he may repeat the words that he has committed, yet 


he has no just conception of the true import of the lesson he 
recites. : 


To facilitate and encourage the pupil to give more earnest | 


attention to this most useful branch of study, we have intro- 
duced into our schools, for ‘supplementary reading among the 
more advanced classes, a book entitled “The American Citi- 
zen,’ which is admirably adapted to inform one of the wants 
and practical duties of life. It treats of the principles of gov- 
ernment, from the family, the school, town and state, up to 
that of the nation. It also teaches the rights and duties of

business and money, social rights, rights and duties of men 
as they live together in society, as well as the rights and du- 
ties of nations. ‘The understanding of such subjects cannot 
fail to be of greater value and usefulness to those who are to 
come forward and take our places inthe duties of active life, 
than many others deemed more classical and of higher sound- 
ing names. ‘These subjects in the past have been studied and 
understood only by the few and aspiring, while the mass has 
been content to remain ignorant of their value. How can 
one vote with intelligence and help make the laws of his 
country unless he understands the effect of different forms of 
government on individuals, communities and the nation as a 
whole, and also the principles on which they are based.
